LONDON, Jan. 22.—In tho bousa of lords, 


Lord Salisbury concerning tho Irish ques- 
tion said that tho present government had 
rofrainwl from renewing tho crimes act 
because there had at titnos appeared to be a 
prospect that order might bo restored in 
Ireland without resorting to sovere moasuros. 
The experiment of dispensing with tho 
crimes act or u similar foxnula of method 
for tho protection ot life and proporty and 
tho enforcement of tha local laws had, 
however, Cailod CQaipJoMly. 
To tho Influ- 


ence of Mr. Gladstone's spOMlja* ho ascribed 
many of tha ovils which now Besot Ireland, 
as well as thoso to it bleb, tto lawlessness in 
Ireland subjects tlie pooplo of England. 
Whenever Mr. Gladstone had spoken in 
favor of measures looyj)jj toward tho in 
togrlry of tho empire, b» had done so in u 
half-hoartad w^y, and tBo absonco of'firni- 
ness from his utterances bad encouraged tho 
onomjifc of'the goVBrtiaiffit to tho commis- 
sion of the VM*y acts which Els speeches had 
sought to prevent 


In tho house of cojnmons, Gladyouo said 


that nothing could Ijavo vfeen mora honoru- 
b'.o than-Lord Salisbury's conduct and at- 
titudo in tho Koumalian irattor and prom- 
ised to Lord Salisbury the nearty support 
of tho opposition in any mattor arresting 
tho Roumoliim and Burmese questions. 


Iu regard to IrelMid ilr. Gladstone said 


ho was convinced that only u gentle dnd 
conciliatory manner of handling fte Irish 
question would provo effectual. 
Whatever 


was nocessary for Ireland, ho said, should 
bo done promptly. "If wo ^ould maintain 
the union," sold he,',"le* U3 strive to do jus- 
tice to tho great, and I may say gigantic 
intorests committal to our car*." 


Sir Michael Htcks-Beacli, chancellor of 


the exchequer, thanked Mr. Gladstone for 
his kindly words. He challenged tho oppo- 
sition to como to a decision in regard to

empire. 
If 
they disagreed 


with the government, ho said, lot thorn move 
an amendment to tho address ;in reply 
to tho quoon's apsoch. If tbay agreed wtth 
tho government they should declare so. If 
tho majority of tho house so wished, tho 
proscnt government would remain in office. 
Ho humbly aud earnestly aslced all tho 
monitors, to whatever party they belonged, 
to support tho government In order to en- 
able it to conduct tho affairs of tho coun- 
try.

VAN WYCK'S ANTI-GOLD BILL. 


A Measure to Provoiit tho Demonetization 


of Silver. 


WASHINGTON" CITY, Jan. 122. —Tbu follow- 


ing is tho text of Vc.n IVyck's bill intro- 
duced in tho senate Thursday to prevent de- 
monetizing American coin: 


"SECTION 1. Any prcmissary noto, check, 


draft, bill of oxuhango or any contract or 
agreement requiring tha payment of money 
which stipulates end requires tho payment 
thereof to bo in gold coin alor.o shall bo 
void nnd of no o(Te:f' 


"SEC. 3. In any prosecution on any 


ouch note, chock or draft, bill of exchange, 
or any othor contract or agreement requir- 
ing payment ot gold coin in any territory 
of the United States or in any federal 
court, besides tho ordinary costs charged 
against plaintiff the court shall also allow 
10 per cent, of the amount to be oiitorod In 
judgment for defendant as part of tho costs 
to bo paid by plaintiff. 


"Sue. U. Any person or tho agout or 


attorney of any person, who shall demaui 
or secure any such note, draft, bill of or- 
change, or other contract or agreement ro- 
quirin?; tho payment of money in gold coin 
alone shall bo guilcy of a misdemeanor and 
punished by a fine of not loss than one-halt 
or more than tho full amount mentioned ia 
such promissory noto, draft or bill of ox- 
change, or contract of agreement."

How They nre Jludo ana What Kind 


* is the IJOMI. 


No kind of manufacturing is so inter- 


esting to many people as glass making, 
and it really deserves attention for the 
use of glassa was universal, being exceed- 
ed by uo other article unless it be iron. 


There are quite o variety of kinds of 


glass, and the composition has been vory 
much changed during the paat few year?, 
For instance, we seldom get the good 
flint glassware formerly made. 
Wo may 


visit the stortH in vain to find a dozen 
good flint goblets. Hence the frequent 
and easy breakage, at which so many 
have wondered. This difference is ex- 
plained by the use of what manufacturers 
call lime-glass (made ot lime, soda, ash 
and eand) which makes cheap and nice 
looking glass, bat it is tho "easy break" 
kind. While real flint (or load) glass, 
made from potash, lead and sand, IB 
much more durable, being a better con- 
ductor of heat and a very much tougher 
ware. It is somewhat more eipensivo 
but cheaper in tho end to the consumer. 


This is particularly true of lamp chim- 


neys, and cno reason there is do large a 
breakage of them (and a most annoying 
breakage it is) IB that so many are made 
of lime glass, and so few comparatively 
of tbe real Cint gla^s. 


Many people think "glaes is glass," and 


do not know what to buy or what kind 
or chimneys to call for. One thing can 
be depended upon, viz: that if no men- 
tion is made, and oven then|sometimes, 
the commonest kind of breakable lime 
glass chimney will be handed over the 
counter, and ton to one, by the time one 
gets comfortably s«ated to read, away 
goes tha chimney. 


There is one glass manufactory in 


Pittsburgh, Pa., whore the finest quality 
of glass is mode, especially for lamp 
chimneys, and where their goods me 
known this firm have a very extended 
trade. The firm ii Geo. A. Macbeth i 
Co., [proprietors of the Pittsburg Lead 
Glass Works, 


On a visit to tbeir works about three 


hundred men are found busy as bees, 
making lamp chimneys at the rate of 
from 125,000 to 150,000 per week. Their 
process ot manufacturing and materials 
used, are both curious and interesting. 


First, thay use tbo pure white sand 


found iu but few localities, which when 
thoroughly washed and dried, is almost 
as white as snow. Then the potash pur- 
ified and tho lead, in the form of oxide, 
perfectly pure, are added to tho sand nnd 
thoroughly mixed until the batch resem- 
bles ordinary sugar in grain, but is quite 
red in cjlor. It is now ready to go into 
the pots—twenty-four in number, made 
of a peculiar kind of clay, being from 
42 to 48 inches in height and about 
tho same m width. These pots are 
closed at the tops, to prevent the fire 
from injuring the melted glass, with the 
month on the side near the top. The 
fuinace being circular, tho pots when 
placed in position, and covered with fire- 
brick, present thoir open mouths only, 
and when looked at resembles ahotsum- 
mer's sun. 


When in this condition tbe pot is filled 


with the miituro above 
mentioned, 


closed tight, and in about twenty-four 
hours it is ready to work. 
A workman 


called a gatherer, dips his pipe into the 
melted mass and gathers enough on its 
end to make a chimney. 
This ho rolls 


on a smooth iron plate to get evenly oa 
end of pipe, when he blows it about the 
size of a boy's top, and hands it to an- 
other workman, who further blows it up, 
and proceeds to form the lower part of 
ohirhney, which fits thfi burner, which ho 
does by forming a small knob on tho end 
of the now pear-shaped bnlb, giving it a 
sharp stroke with his shears breaks the 
knob off leaving a small hole in the bot- 
tom of the bulb. 


It is now heated rod hot again and the 


lower end of the chimney formed by the 
blower whirling and spreading the glass 
with a tool resembling sheep shears, but 
larger and narrower blades. The ohim- 
ney is now broken off tho pipe and put 
into a ' snap," an instrument which holds 
it as one would clutch an apple firmly in 
the hand, and heated red hot again.
